VIRTUALLY COMPLETED 


Government Object Is to 
Establish Reasonable 


Prices to Growers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(#}— 
The Farm Administration announced 
today its peanut diversion program for 
the 1935 crop virtually was completed 
and that offers were expected to be 
‘made soon to contracting producers 
and oil millers providing payments for 
moving peanuts into oil mills. 

The objective of the program, the 
announcement said, was to establish 
reasonable prices to growers, by re- 
moving a portion of the crop from the 
normal channels of trade and divert- 
‘ing it for peanut oil, thus regulating 
the remainder of the crop going to 
the edible trade. 

To accomplish this, it was estimat- 
ed that 252,000,000 pounds may be 
diverted from the 1935 crop which is 
‘estimated at 1,042,000,000 pounds. 
‘This would leave for the edible trade 
2 supply approximately 3.8 per cent 
‘larger than 1954 and 17.7 per cent 
‘larger than the average consumption 
| by the edible trade from 1924 to 1930.

IS PLANNED AT MACON 


Big Attendance Seen for Ex- 
position Set for Octo- 
ber 14-19. 


MACON, Ga., Sept. 26.—State- 
wide in its scope, the Georgia State 
Fair of 1935 will be the largest in 
the history of the association, accord- 
ing to announcement by Ed. G. Ja- 
cobs, president. The fair will be held 
October 14 to 19, and will have eight 
large buildings crowded with exhibits. 

Many of the departments and con- 
tests are to be held in co-operation 
with the State College of Agriculture. 
the Georgia extension service and 
other edueational bodies. For the 
first time there will be three full days 
devoted to contests of state vocational 
high-school students and reservations 
have been made for more than 2.000 
Students and teachers from every 
county in the state. 

Last year’s attendance for fair 
week was approximately 100,000, an 
increase of nearly 40 per cent over 
the previous year. With better con- 
ditions prevailing, and a greatly en- 
larged program of entertainment and 
exhibits the attendance is expected to 
pass last year’s mark. 

Georgia breeders of livestock 
be represented this year with 
of beef cattle, dairy cattle, 
swine and horses and mules. More 
than a score of counties will have 
comprehensive agricultural displays. 
Nearly 150 schools over the state will 
have entries in school work, home 
arts and crafts and fine arts. The 
State Game and Fish Department 
will have a display showing (reorgia’s 
wild-animal life.

At the opening of the trial here 
ast Wednesday a week ago, counsel 
for Luke said he was innocent of the 
government's charge, and that collapse 
of the building and loan concern was 
due to depressed business conditions 
in Thomasville. 

Denies Fraud Intention. 
_ The gray-haired judge, at one point 
in his testimony, said: 

“I had no intention of defrauding 
anyone. There was no fraud in the 
Building and Loan Association of 
which I was aware.” 

He said he had no knowledge what- 
ever of certain transactions which 
were discussed in testimony by wit- 
inesses for the government. and which 
ae government charged were “irreg- 
ular. 

The judge said he did not keen the 
_ books, and that this work was done by 
the late Oscar Groover, former offi- 
cial of the association. 

His counsel asked Luke this direct 
question: 

“Mr. Luke, did you, in any way, or 
In any manner whatever, knowingly 
/concoct any scheme or plan to de- 
fraud depositors in the Building and 
'Loan Association?” 
| “T did not.” Luke replied firmly. 

Luke testified that he made, in his 
own handwriting. certain entries of

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NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


By PAUL MALLON. 


SWINGING TOPEKA, Kas.—The background of the Landon repub- 
lican presidential talk is the saga of a swing on the porch 
of a mid-Victorian house out here in a Kansas corn town. 

The house is like the one which was the best in every small town 
25 years ago. The wooden bench attached to the porch roof with chains 
is also a national rural institution, and so is its quiet perspective. 

From it, these. days, the Kansas Governor looks out over a longer 
lawn than city dwellers can afford into the elm shade of a street remote 
| from national political clamor, but close to the soil which feeds it. He 
| Swings and does his gubernatorial business. He swings and talks to na- 
_ tional’ political leaders who are beginning to drop in. He plugs in his 
|porch telephone and talks to men through the state, and beyond, while 
| swinging. 

Friends bring around clippings from the newspapers and magazines 
Suggesting that his economy record makes him a presidential figure. Hg 
rubs his eyes with a gesture implying personal incredulity, and keeps on 
| swinging. 


PORCHMAN Landon’s swing is well regulated and does not squeak. 

But if-you cup your ear, it seems to say definitely that 
Landon is a not very dark horse who has his blanket on. The blanket 
will not be taken off.any time soon, although pressure to get him run- 
ning obviously is surging right up to the rail of the porch. 

In other words, it suggests that the judicious Landon strategy is not 
to get involved in:any factional party scrap for the nomination. But if 
the call should come, it will be answered. If the more active candidates 
become involved in factional animosities and kill each other off, you may 
be sure that Landon will remove his wraps. 

Many sound political seers believe the situation will work around that 


way. 


PERSONALITY They call Landon'a “Kansas Coolidge,” but he is 

like Coolidge in only one respect. He is the kind 
of fellow who always would be the last to buy a round of drinks. He 
looks younger than Coolidge did when first coming on the national 
scene. He is warmer, more friendly, less reticent in conversation, much 
more emotional, more human. Also he has a good face for political 
posters. In fact, he is the kind of personality which many a political 
publicity man would pray for in a campaign against a spending oppo- 
sition. 

This does not mean that Landon is provincially-minded. Out here 
on the prairies, he gets yesterday’s eastern papers by airplane each day, 
follows°the European financial situation closely, has definite ideas about 
what will happen in France, Italy, Ethiopia. 


RECORD The stories told of his state economy record are sub- 
stantially true. .When he came into office in 1932, the tax 
levy was the lowest since 1916 and collections fell short of appropria- 
tions by $1,721,000. He nipped costs, taking a voluntary 25 per cent 
cut in his own Salary. He raised the tangible property tax from 1.33 
mills to 1.88 and started a state income tax system. Within a year, he 
was in a position to reduce the property tax from 1.88 to 1.30 mills 
on the lowest property assessment since 1909. (The income tax still 
ranges from 1°to 4 per cent above $1,500. for married persons.) 
Landon also put through the legislature a ‘‘cash basis’? system, ‘pre- 
venting municipalities from issuing future tax warrants for expenditures, 
éxcept in dire emergencies. Numerous similar steps have been taken 
by him, enforcing gas taxes, reducing license tag fees, requiring publi- 
cation of budgets and hearings of complaints. 


| While it is true that the depression caused a far less severe relief 
| situation in his farm community than in many industrial centers, the 


| record is still unique. His state is one of the few which does not now 


have a State sales tax for relief. purposes.

After I had rolled 
down, acquiring many bruises, and the 
film was developed, I was found in- 
explicably to be rolling on a level road- 
way. We were so new at the busi- 
ness, we didn’t know that, if yeu 
want angle in your picture, you must 
have it in your lens.

Coffee and Crumb Kuchen 


Are a Great Combination 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Just so surely as the mornings be- 
gan to get the least bit chilly Peter 
put in his request for coffee cake. 
He liked the crumb top kind. That 
is the one with the topping of finely 
rolled cracker crumbs’ mixed with 
sugar, cinnamon and liberally enrich- 
ed with cream and butter. There was 
another erumb top kind, the one of- 
ten called streusel that used flour mix- 
ed to a crumby stage with shortening 
and sugar and spiced with cinnamon. 
But of the two, given his choice, he 
selected the cracker crumb variety. 

Nancy had learned that she could 
mix the coffee cake dough in the 
morning, and have the kuchens baked 
by 1 o'clock. Then they were still 
fresh enough for serving at breakfast 
the next morning. 

Here is the recipe she used; she 
crumbled one yeast cake in a small 
cup with a little luke warm water 
and a teaspoon of sugar. While this 
was getting frothy she brought one 
cup of milk to the boiling point 
added one-third cup butter, one-quar- 
ter cup sugar and one-half teaspoon 
salt. This whole mixture was cooled 
to a luke warm temperature. 

Then the frothy yeast and one egg 
or two egg yolks was added. Enough 
sifted bread flour was put in to make 
a soft dough. This was allowed to 
double in bulk. Then it was beaten 
down with a large spoon and enough 
more flour added to make the mix- 
ture soft but firm enongh to handle. 
It was again covered, set in a warm 
place and allowed to double in bulk. 
Then it was kneaded and shaped into

liberally with melted butter. The top- 
ping made of four soda crackers rolled 
fine and mixed with one-half cup 
sugar one one teaspoon cinnamon 
was put on top. Cream was dribbled 
over the top. The pan was covered 
and the dough allowed to rise until 
light. Then the coffee cake was baked 
over for about 25 
minutes. Nancy found she usually 
used about three and one-half cups 
flour. Sometimes she added raisins,

The main 
feature of the jacket, of course, is the 
long roll lapel, one side of the jacket 
buttoning on the bottom button. This 
necessitates the placing of the buttons 
higher than on the ordinary double- 
breasted jacket. The middle buttons, 
which are usually at the waistline, are, 
slightly above it. The pockets are in| 
line with the lower buttons. These 
pockets, by the way, carry no flaps. 
The shoulders are broad but natural! 
and the jacket is loose-fitting, but has 
a suggested waistline. The back of 
the jacket carries two eight-inch side 
vents. With this model, single or 
side vents are necessary, because when | 
a person is wearing it, there is a'! 
vreat strain on the lower button. 
Without a vent, the buttons would 
easily come off. 

There is a great deal of emphasis 
being put on side vents for both single 
and double-breasted models for town 
as well as country wear.

ion, which first received favor in Lon- 
don last vear, is rapidly being taken | 
up by well-dressed men in this coun- 
try. It is particularly suited to the 
double-breasted jacket with the lapel 
rolled to the hottom button as well as 
single-breasted suits of cheviots, Shet- 
lands and other tweeds. ‘The peak 
lapel, single-breasted model does not} 
carry any vents. There is a fullness 
at the chest as well as at the shoul-| 
der blades, but it is not so much as to} 
give an over-exaggerated appearance. 
This model is ideal made up in flan- 
nels. cheviots and other worsted mate- 
rials. Nevertheless, many of them are 
made in the usual hard worsted fab- 
rics, 

With this suit, the six-button, sin- 
gle-breasted waistcoat is worn. The 
points at the bottom are cut sharply 
and the bottom button is always left 
open. The trousers are cut full with 
two pleats on each side of the waist. 
They are approximately 23 inches 
wide at the knee and 19 inches wide 
at the cuffs. 

The single-breasted jacket for,town 
wear has lines similar to those of the 
double-breasted jacket. The three-but- 
ton model is very important—particu- 
larly with a notched lapel. The newer 
jacket favors a very high roll so that | 
the top button, although not buttoned, 
is easily visible. The collar is as wide, 
and in some cases wider, than the 
lapels. This jacket has regular pock- 
ets with flaps and very often a ticket 
pocket with a small flap. The back 
of the jacket carriers center or side 
vents. The waistcoat and trousers are 
the same as those worn with the dou- 
ble-breasted suit. 

Some years ago there was a vogue 
for the single-breasted, peak lapel | 
jacket. This model has become prac- 
tically extinct in this country, but in 
England it is seen on mostly all sin- | 
gie-breasted suits and is referred to 
as a single-breasted jacket with a don- 
ble-breasted lapel. However, with the 
constant publicity that well-dressed | 
Englishmen are receiving today, it is’ 
likely that this jacket will once more 
hecome popular with various groups 
of well-dressed men in this country. It 
is a model that is ideally suited for 
more formal town occasions, hecause 
the double-breasted lapel on the sin- 
gle-breasted jacket helps to give a 
much dressier appearance to. one’s 
lounge suit.
